Waits A Co., at the New 
York subtreasury. This reduces, the 
gold reserve to $.17,682,000, and the gen- 
eral balance to f kmi.411.ikhi. 

The treasurer of the United States, 
Hon. D. N. Morgan, has submitted to 
Secretary Carlisle his annual report. 
He states t hat the lowest point touched 
by the reserve was $92,101,. too in Au- 
gust, 1HU4. Prior to July. 1803, 
the gold reserve was but little af- 
fected by withdrawals of coin, there 
never having been any considerable de- 
mand for the redemption of notes. 
Then, when gold exports were heavy, 
the metal was furnished by bankers 
from their vaults, or was obtained 
from the treasury for gold certificates, 
of course without impairment to the 
reserve. During the last two years, 
however, the treasury has been called 
upon to furnish nearly the whole of 
the requirements for exportation, and 
there have recently been cons' " 
withdrawals for other uses. 

With reference to the retirement of 
treasury notes the treasurer says that 
prior 10 August, 1893, the treasury had 
been able to provide for the redemp- 
tion of treasury notes in silver dollars 
out of the holdings of free silver, so 
that there had not been, up to that 
time, any impairment of the total 
amount of silver fund accumulated un- 
der the act. 

On the third of that month, how- 
ever, the silver dollars and bullion in 
the treasury had become reduced to 
the amount required by law to be re- 
tained for. the payment of outstanding 
treasury notes and certificates, and the 
demand for the redemption c 
continuing, owing to the scarcity of 
small denominations of currency, it

Japan is Tendered a Stupendous 
Sum by China. 



e Amount is 100,000,000 Tads and 
the War Expenses of Japan. 



Sum May lie Afreetl t'pnu. 

Hiroshima, Nov. 23.— It is reported 
that China has intimated that she will 
offer to pny a war indemnity of 100.- 
000,000 tenls, and in addition pay all 
the war expenses Incurred by Japan. 

Washington, Nov. *22.— In accord- 
ance with a sug-ffe.stion of Japan the 
state department has notified Minister 
Dun, at Tokio. and Mr. Denby, at 
Pekin, to transmit such direct offer as 
China may wish to make to Japan. As 
the cable directions were sent Tuesday, 
sufficient time has not yet elapsed to 
determine whether China will consent 
to make an offer direct and definite, as 
Japan Insists must be done. 

An Associated Press cable from Ja- 
pan states that China has intimated her 
willinR-ness to pay an indemnity of 
100,000,000 tapis, and In addition pay all 
the war expenses incurred by Japan. 
At the war expenses reach 150,000.000 
taels the total offer of China would be 
250,000,000 taels. The tael is a Chinese 
silver coin worth about seventy-five 
cents at the present exchange, so that 
the whole payment would be approxi- 
mately 1175,000,000 American. The 
amount is regarded here as quite 
large, and it is believed arrangements 
between the two nation* could be ef- 
fected on terms providing for a smaller 
war indemnity. Diplomats here say 
that under ordinary circumstances it 
would take some time for China to 
formally present its offer to Minister 
Denby, but owing to the fact that the 
Japanese are now at the walls of Port 
Arthur, about to make the last blow at 
China's greatest fortress, it is anticipa- 
ted that China may hurry the negotia- 
tions to a conclusion. It is expected 
that Minister Denby will transmit the 
offer by telegraph t<> Tien Tsin and 
Shanghai, and thence by cable to Yo- 
kohama. The understanding is that 
China and Japan will pay the expenses 
of the American ministers incident to 
the negotiation. 

The advance on Port Arthur is re- 
garded as having an important bearing 
on the peace negotiations. Lieut. Mi- 
yoka, naval attache of the Japanese le- 
gation here, says the advance move- 
ment has been most cautious, as the 
ground for forty miles around Port 
Arthur has been found fairly alive 
with powder mines connected with 
electric wires to Port Arthur. Three 
days ago the Japanese were within a 
day's march of tha fortress, but it was 
neoessary to send ahead small scouting 
parties to pick a route awuy from the 
mines and electric wires. 

The regular roads could not be used 
for the artillery, as it would have been 
blown up. and according the big 
guns have had to be inovcci in circuit- 
ous routes through woods anil t ass. 

It is regarded as likely this c.iutiouB 
march will have been complete. . . hurs- 
day, and the Japanese legation is 
hourly expecting word that the decis- 
ive blow has been struck, thtntfh a 
long siege may be necessary.
